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The Hornet has learned trom sources 
in the office of the California Auditor 
General that a report will be issued, 
probably today, charging that the present 
enrollment crisis in the state colleges 
is due in large part to poor utilization 
of available space and faculty. 


\ccording to the report, there is suf- 
ficient room on the state college cam- 
puses, including the campus of Sacramento 
State College, to admit ali qualified 
students. In addition, it will be charged 
that the faculty of the state colleges 
are not teaching a sufficient number of 
classes,

Reports that departments on this 
campus have faculty members whoare not 
teaching the required number of units 
have been circulating for several weeks, 
It has been charged that faculty are being 
given credit for carrying units that they 
are not entitled to be given credit for. 


Ina related development, Senator John 
Harmer, (R-Glendale) charged yesterday 
that Sacramento State College, as well as 
several other state colleges, has ‘‘ample 
room to substantially increase its en- 
rollment by betier utilization of space, 
faculty and scheduling of classes. 


The statement was apparently the first 
shot fired in what will probably develop 
into a war between the state colleges and 


Misterly attacked by 
Sheriff office candidate

. Sheriff Misterly is not giving 
Sacramento the protection it needs be- 
cause he projects himself out of the 
role of the police and into the position 
of being the moral guideline of the com- 
munity.’” 

So said Duane Wilson, candidate for 
Sheriff of Sacramentu County, as he 
criticized the present tactics of Misterly 
before a group of SSC students last 
Wednesday, 

! While speaking on the topic ‘‘police 
science’ in a talk sponsored by the 
Cultural Programs Committee, he said 
that Misterly has single handedly brought 
a type of alienation imong law enfor- 
cement officials and the public and caused 
an increase in crime due to his tactics, 

Harsh treatment of drug users was 
one of Misterly’s policies which Wilson 
criticized. Wilson said that due to the 
harshness, people having drug problems 
aren’t sure of who to turn to for help. 
Wilson felt that harassing juveniles who 
use drugs won’t solve the problem, sa) ing, 
“What is needed is an examination of 
the drug user, What causes him ‘to take 
drugs?’’ 

Another policy which Wilson criticized 
was the method in which Misterly reacte 
during the bottomless trials, He said the 


Misterly was entirely out of line in 
‘calling apress conference and persona! ly 
maligning the judge conducting the bottom- 
less trial,’’ 

Wilson further stated that if a law 
official feels that a night club owner is 
running an illegal show there is nothing 
wrong with making ar arrest, However, 
the courts should be left to make the 
decision if the performance is illegal or 
not. “If the law officer agrees with the 
decision ne can make a different arrest 
at a difiereat time. The law official should 
not concern himse!f with aninterpretation 
of morality.’’ 

Wilson said that the students and faculty 
of SSC should be cencerned who iselected 
sheriff because if there was a state of 
smergency The sheriff would be incharge 
of maintaining order, He said, «You have 
to project who would be maintaining order 
on a campus. The question is how will 
the sheriff restore order’

Harmer termed ‘‘outrageous’’ the pre- 
sent situation which ‘‘forces students 
from (Sacramento, San Jose, and San 
Fernando) to move toanother city to attend 
a state college.’ 


According to Harmer, such moves 
should be unnecessary. He claimed that, 
under a bill he introduced this year, the 
trustees of the California State College 
System have the authority to ‘transfer 
funds from a_ college with a low 
enrollment to one whose enrollment is 
presently full.’’ 


Harmer claimed that if the colleges 
used their resources to ‘‘maximum ef- 
ficiency,”’ this transfer of funds between 
the colleges would allow them to admit 
“all qualified applicants to the college of 
their choice.’” 


Harmer charged that ‘‘previous 
administrations have allowed the pro- 
liferation of colleges in areas where 
or whict colleges were presently operating 
with a ‘‘low exurollmen.”’ 


the population does not warrant them,”’ 
He did not specify which colleges he meant, 


On this campus, which recently turned 
away approximately 2,000 qualified ap- 
plicants, reaction to Harmer’s charges 
was mixed. 


A number of faculty members admitted 
that many of his charges are true, They 
cited the number of ciassrooms that are 
not utilized during the evening, and they 
said that they felt that several depart- 
ments on campus had faculty who were not 
teaching the required number of courses. 


At the present time, the President of 
Sacramento State College, Otto Butz, has 
not issued an official statement. 


In a telephone interview with the C han- 
cellor’s office, a spokesman said that the 
Harmer bill was not a grant of new power 
to the trustees to transfer funds, but a 
supplement to power that they already had. 
The spokesman went on to say that they 
had not seen the rumored report from 
the Auditor General’s office, and con- 
sequently would have no comment until 
they had time to study the document.

Pork barrel professors Trustees teach how 
to duck a foul blow 


In the recent past, the Sacramento State College Foundation seemed 
to operate somewhat like the fabled ‘‘pork barrel'’ department of the 
United States government. ‘You inserted a request for money, and a 
blank check came out of a slot. 

This system was, to grossly understate the case, less than satis- 
factory. In fact, it bordered on the incredible. Audits by the state of 
California found numerous examples of poorly substantiated payments 
of large sums of money, payments ‘\iat were not accounted for at al! 
and an overall picture of negligence on the part of the foundation. 

Now, the new director of the foundation, Fugene Morris, is attempting 
to correct this situation. He is attempting to implement procedures 
that will prevent a continuation of the waste that characterized many 
of the foundation’s previous financial dealings. Incredibly, he is 
running into opposition. 

\pparently some people were satisfied with the old system. The 
general idea seems to be that as long as you get vour share, everything 
is just fine. We have received reports that professors from at least 
two departments on this campus are fighting Morris's attempts to 
implement some meaningful contro! over the funds that the foundation 
disburses. 

There is a term which we feel describes this type of attitude on the 
part of the professors: intellectual snobbery. These prefessors 
appear to feel that it is beneath their dignity to justify the spending of 
large sums of money. Oddly enough, we can find no rule of law that 
specifically exempts faculty from financial accountability. We also 
can find nothing in the by-laws of the SSC Foundation that says that 
professors need not justify their requests for funds. 

\ case in point, one professor requested a sum in excess of $10,000 
for a project. He has been the recipient of foundation funds in the past. 
He was asked to fill out a form explaining how the money would be 
spent. 

His reply was a masterful example of the art of saying nothing. One 
sentence was of particular beauty, it said that it was virtually im- 
possible to describe what he wanted the money for, since the project 
‘defies the imagination.”’ 

The foundation rightfully answered that since the project ‘‘defied 
the imagination’’ it was hard to see just how mere mortal man could 
contemplate its completion. 

The professor took the hint and submitted a detailed justification 
for the funds, something that he should have done in the first place, 
of course. 

The incident points out two things. First of all, it poutts out the 
ease with which it was apparently possible to obtain large sums of 
money in the past. Second, it illustrates the contempt in which this 
professor held the foundation. We can think of no other word to 
describe the attitude manifested by the professor’s original justifi- 
cation of the sum of money he requested. 

At the present time, we are aware of two departments in which this 
type of attitude toward Morris’s efforts to contro! foundation funds 
exists. We are sure that there are other departments in which this 
same feeling is present, Oddly enough, both departments are in the 
social sciences, an area in which concern for students, and unselfish 
attitudes are supposed to prevail. Apparently this old stereotype has 
a few holes in it. 

We would like to take this opportunity to pledge this newspaper’s 
support to the SSC Foundation’s director in his attempt to bring the 
spending of foundation money under control. 

We would also like to reiterate our previous statements to the 
effect that we have found Morris a responsible and dedicated official 
and support him in his efforts to put the foundation back on a firm 
and businesslike footing. 

Any other stand on the part of the faculty and administration of 
the college, as well as on the part of this newspaper, would, in our 
opinion, ‘‘defy the imagination.’’

Deported from Canada in 1964, 
Mad Bear Anderson ‘‘slipped’’ 
back into that country in August of 
this year when his stalled Chev- 
rolet was pushed across a border 
check-point station by a late mode! 
Ford, He is now on a nationwide 
tour with members of the White 
Roots of Peace and is seeking to 
explain the Iroquois tradition and 
its relevance to all people in the 
modern world,

English test is slated Thursday 


The English Screening Test will 
be held on Thursday, Oct. 30 from 
2 to 4 p.m. in Administration 267. 

The purpose of the screening 
examination is to determine 
whether prospective English 
majors and minors are achieving 
suitable proficiency in writing. 
The test, normally taken at the 
end of the sophomore year, acts 
as a check point, If test results 
indicate that sufficient skill in 
writing has not yet been attained, 
the student will be asked to confer 
with his advisor about steps that 
may be taken to improve. For 


instance, a student may be ad- 
vised to take a further course in 
English composition. 

Transfers with junior or senior 
standing are required to take the 
test early in the first semester 
they are enrolled. Exempt are 
students who have earned a ‘‘B’”’ 
or better in either English 1A 
or 1B, as well as students who 
have passed English 180 with a 
grade of ‘‘C’’ or better. 

English majors and minors who 
wish to take the exam should pre- 
register in Douglass Hal) 105 
immediately.

Ensembie situation 
Gerard 4, Larson, SSC pro- 
fessor of dramatic art, wrote the 
adaptation and is the director of 
the production but emphasizes that 
he has tried to create an ‘‘en- 
semble situation where the 
students have made suggestions 
and augmented the script.” 

“Therefore,’’ says Larson, 
“the production is really the pro- 
duct of all the students involved, 
They have been put ina situation 
and asked to create,” 

Larson revealed a new approach 
in directing the show, The scene 
will start with a particular pre- 
mise, and the students will build 
on it by drawing from their own 
experiences and insights, These 
experiences and insights will be 
expressed in comments on the ori- 
ginal espisode preceeding each 
contemporary ‘‘happening.”’ 

The use of the improvised 
scenes creates problems in pro- 
duction, Larson reported, because 
it takes longer to develop a scene 
in that manner 

But Larson feels that the de- 
velopment of modern concepts of 
staging and the use of theater is 
vitally important to educational 
theater, He feels that where costs 
are not as great, experiments can 
occur. \nd it is out of these that 
the new insights into theater may 
come, 

Says Larson, “This is 4 new

Special documentary program to be aired

If you can answer the following 
questions to the satisfaction of 
several SSC students, faculty, and 
administrators, you won’t need to 
watch KXTV’s special program — 
‘Community Concern: Drug 
Abuse:’’ (1) Is the particular 
drug that a student uses illegally 
important? (2) Does society have 
a right to protect a drug user 
from himself? (3) Is the drug 
user mostly a criminal or a per- 
son who has a sickness’ 

If you aren’t sure of the 
answers, panelists will be dis- 
cussing these and related topics 
on Tuesday, Oct. 28, from 7:30 
to ll p.m. Three different methods 
will be used to discuss the topic 
from various points of view: (1) 
Showing of films, (2) General dis- 
cussion of topics by five panels, 
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calling the studio. 

What is the purpose of the 
program’ The purpose is to inform 
the general public about the back- 
ground of the problem, what is 
being done, and to present the 
various points of view on drug 
abuse. Channel 10 anchorman, Dick 
Cable said that by using these 
methods of presentation, all sides 
of the issue will be represented. 
In this way, the viewer will have 
a better understanding of the drug 
abuse situation. 

Cal Bolwinkle, producer, added 
that, ‘‘we want to explain to the 
viewers that if they need help, 
there are various organizations 
working to help people who are 
having problems with drugs.”’ 

Cable hopes that the program 
will contribute to the attitude that 
narcotics addiction, in the indi- 
vidual sense, is not a crime, but 
a sickness. He hopes that this 


by law enforcement but also in 
terms of community leaders. He 
feels that the trend is getting closer 
to reality, For instance, as of Nov. 
10, new legislation will go into 
effect that will give the drug abuser 
the opportunity to turn himself in 
for treatment and be immune to 
arrest, ‘‘We are hoping that weare 
going to have a beginning of com- 
munity awareness and community 
action that Will result in all these 
newer and more proper approaches 
to treat the drug abuser.”’ 

To discuss the drug problem 
from various views, five panels 
will be on the program: experts, 
professionals, parenis, young 
people who ARE or WERE users. 

The first two groups cover a 
large area. For instance, the ‘‘ex- 
pert’ oup have speakers that 
range from law to pharmacology. 
On the ‘orofessional’’ panel, the 
range goes from learning insti- 


agencies, 

The parents and the student non- 
user panel represent not only 
Sacramento, but also Fresno, 
Modesto, and Vacaville, The users 
are students who have either been 
on drugs or are presently using 
drugs and in order to protect this 
group, their faces will be in sha- 
dows and they will not be called 
by name. 

In addition to the panels, Bol- 
winkle said that he is hoping that 
Art Linkletter, well known enter- 
tainer and a witness before the 
House of Representatives Crime 
Committee in San Francisco will 
be able to be on the show.

A general discussion from the 
panels of the various fields of 
drug abuse will be the second 
area of the program. The last area 
of the program will begin ap- 
proximately 9:30 through 10 p.m, 
with telephone calls from the 
viewing audience, Because of the 
format of the program, the general 
discussion period will be tight. 

Cable will be acting asa ‘‘traffic 
cop.’” He will be making sure that 
the panelists move to another topic 
if the topic under discussion is 
thoroughly covered. He wil] also 
be seeing that pertinent questions 
are moving back and forth among 
the various panels, 

Dr. Stuart Steinberg, of the 
Sacramento County Medical so- 


ciety will be moderating the 
program with Cable. Steinberg will 
summarize the subjects that are 
discussed on the panels. He will 


also be giving commentary on some 
of the questions asked, 

\nother aspect to the program 
is the film coverage of drug re- 
search. Bolwinkle said that they 
have films from three different 
sources: network coverage; films 
available for school and television 
use; and KXTV coverage. 

Bob McCafferty, field producer 
and reporter of KXTV has filmed 
several short subjects for the pro- 
gram. McCafferty said that he was 
looking for ‘‘research that is going 
on in drug abuse — particularly 
marijuana. One of his films was 
about the treating of addicts at 
Medicino State hospital. The sys- 
tem is similiar to alcoholics ano- 
nomyous where former addicts try 
to cure people who ask for help 
and are ‘‘hooked on drugs.”’

Chicano social movement: as diversified as the people 


Our Chicano social movement, 
like many other social movements, 
is as diversified as the people 
who lead it and foilow it. It has 
many different degrees of person- 
al commitment, many different 
objectives, and many directions, 
Viewed from a sociological per- 
spective, it is an evolving, col- 
lective effort to improve the 
educational and economic status 
of our deprived, needy Chicanos. 
On a psychological level, however, 
I see it as a conscious collective 
search for self-identity. Our 
movement has shown all the symp- 
tons of a movement concerned 
with identity. We have all seen 
the manifestation of character- 
istics like ‘‘ego-screaming”’ (e.g. 
I am more Chicano than you) and 
the adultation of heroes (ike Cesar 
Chavez and Reies Lopez Tijerina), 


According to Orrin  Klapp, 
author of Collective Search For 
Identity (1965), this search is an 
effort to create symbois which 
give meaning to ourselves. In- 
deed, on any level, identity is a 
symbolic matter — ‘‘it is amean- 
ing attached to a person or which 
a person is able to attach to him- 
self with the help of the responses 
of others,”’ 

The only thing about symols, 
however, is that they are not so 
easy to replace; and often they 
are better when older. But with 
our Chicano culture, there is much 
that has to be replaced. Many of 
our old concepts like machismo, 
for instance, are rapidly falling 
apart — whether we want to admit 
it or not. 


But let us not kid ourselves 
into thinking that we definitely 
know where we are going in our 
search... The word ‘‘search’’ it- 
self implies that we are either 
looking for something we once 
lost or something we never had 
to begin with. Ot course, we are 
groping —— often we are not sure 
what we are searching and perhaps 
after having found it, we are not 
quite sure what we have seized. 
But, most important, is that the 
need to search is there. 


\lthough we are groping, we do 
know that we want to locate our- 
selves collectively within this 
larger system, this larger society 
which is every day becoming more

efficient and more abstract. And 
this very abstraction or efficiency 
is a constant threat to the assertion 
of individuality. Then, what we 
must do is to study the past and 
present of the mother culture 
(which is Mexico) so that we can 
grasp her strengths to recreate 
for ourselves a new image — an 
image which will permit us to 
release ail our potential skills, 
talents, and intelligence. (And we 
definitely have all of these among 
our Chicano population! ) 


Please note that | em»vhasize 
a ‘‘new image’’ because that is 
exactly what we need. There is 
already a public image of the 
Chicano, all right, but it is one 
which was not created by us. It 
is an Anglo-made image of the 
Chicano, and sadly enough, it is 
in many cases a negativistic one, 

We need then to build up a 
positive image of ourselves and 
to protect it so that it becomes 
socially confirmed by the society

we live in. We can do this by 
focusing our life on a point where 
we recognize the highest value 
and pride in ourselves as Chicanos. 

It is so important that we do 
this — that we establish this 
identity with great conviction; 
otherwise we ‘ace the grim choice 
between marginality and assimi- 
lation. Either we become absorbed 
into the American system of life 
and lose any tie we once had with 
Mexicanisms (this is assimilation) 


or we become a marginal people — 
forever on the outside looking in: 
functioning in the American cul- 
ture but never realiy belonging to 
it, Gnarginal ity ). 

In terms of positive action, 
then, what we must do is to support 
or at least acknowledge our move- 
ment and the noble efforts of some 
very worthwhile, committted indi- 
viduals. We must support and 
elect our intellectuals and leaders 
into legislative ‘fice, education 
boards, and similar positions with- 
in the American bureaucracy. We 
must take part in, or support, 
education programs like E07. 
Ethnic Studies, and Teachers Fel- 
lowship Project here at this 
college. 

Activities such as these, then, 
could serve to link us together 
both symbolically and in actual ity 
and would help us to restore anew 
identity as Chicanos working both 
individually and together for com- 
mon goals of overall improvement, 


We must be patient and not 
expect to find symbolic signifi- 
cance overnight. Through our 
actions and our commitment our 
significant symbolism will come 
about. What is important is that 
we have asserted our need for
